CDBG provides annual grants on a formula basis to states, cities, and 
counties to develop viable urban communities by providing decent housing and a suitable living environment, and by 
expanding economic opportunities, principally for low- and moderate-income persons. According to the National 
Community Development Association, every $1.00 of CDBG leverages another $4.09 in other funding; bringing additional 
resources to communities that support jobs, businesses and, most importantly, the people who live there.
